The New Aristocracy

Although their names may not be 
included in Burke's Peerage,” the 
great donors in the community were 
acclaamed as Anglo-Jewry’s “new 
aristocracy" by four leading figures 
in the field of communal charity, 
who, on Monday. used the forum of 
the Brith First Lodge of Eng- 
land, at the West London Synagogue, 
for a discussion on “ Anglo-Jewish 
Philanthropy.” 

With the Lodge President, Mr. 
Hugh Harris, in the chair, and 
barrister Mr. George Bean as the 
“ interrogator,” the panel of experts 
was composed. of Mr. H. Oscar 
Joseph, Mr. Alfred Woolf, Mr. S. J. 
Birn, and Mr. Kenneth Lazarus. 

In reply to a question from Mr. 
Bean whether there was a kind of a 
“new aristocracy of the big givers” 
growing up in the community, and if 
so whether that was something which 
ought to be encouraged, Mr. Joseph 
(who is Chairman of the Central 
British Fund) said that there had 
always been such an aristocracy and 
that it was not a matter to be 
regretted, but to be welcomed. For 
the big donors had set an example for 
others to emulate. 

More power to their elbow,” said 
Mr. Birn (a prominent fund-raiser on 
dchalf of the J.P.A., J.N.F., and the 
Haifa Technion). It was true; he 
admitted, that the greatest publicity 
today was given to the larger donors, 
but they had merited it by having set 
a4 new pattern of giving on an 
unprecedented high standard. 

fir. Woolf (a Treasurer of the 
United Synagogue, which he described 
as Anglo-Jewry’s most important 
charity ") agreed that it was right to 

make a great fuss of the donors.” 

The panel was unanimous that a 
co-ordination of charities—cither by 
& pooling of their resources and 
appeals or by the formation of the 
Amercan-type “community chest "— 


would be neither desirable nor work- 
able in our community. 

Mr. Joseph was of the opinion that 
while some people might welcome 
co-ordination. the total financial 
result would be considerably smalle: 
than was the present aggregate of 
separate appeals. 

Agreeing, Mr. Birn added . that 
co-ordination should take the form 
of an arrangement of the communal! 
calendar to avoid different 
clashing with one another.

Less Humane 


Members of the community who 
were charitable to the extreme would 
never give up the particular charity 
in. which they happen to be 
interested merely for the sake of 
greater administrative efficiency, said 
Mr. Woolf. He was supported by 
Mr. Lazarus who pointed out that 
co-ordination of charities, as distinct 
from co-operation, would make them 
“too big, unmanageable, and less 
humane.” 

Mr. Lazarus (who is prominently 
associated with some of the oldest 
and smaller Anglo-Jewish charities) 
was ieft in “splendid isolation” 
when he suggested that because home 
charities were passing through a difh- 
cult period, thes had now reached 
the stage when “some stopper must 
be put on money going out to Israel.” 

“1 would hate to see the commou- 
nity even trying to impose any sort 
of control on the distribution of 
charitable funds,’ declared Mr. 
Joseph. He did not think that the 
financial difficulties which home 
charities experienced were due to the 
suceess of the Israel appeals; the 
main reason, he said, was that people 
who were interested in Zionist causes 
were more enterprising than those 
who were engaged in home charities. 

Mr. Woolf said that it was the 


).P.A. that had taught Anglo-Jewry 


how to give, and that no other appeal 
so touched the heart of every Jew 
as did the cause of Israel.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


LAW 


ORAH is usually translated 

into English as “law,” and 

immediately a probiem 1s 
raised. if the Torah, in its 
narrower sense of Pentateuch, 18 a 
book of law, what place have the 
exploits of the patriarchs in it? 
Legal statutes do not normally con- 
tain a detailed historical descrip- 
tion of the family trivia of the 
ancestors of those for whom the 
Statutes are promulgated. 

The problem is not new. Rabbi 
Isaac, quoted in the opening verse 
of Rashi'’s commentary to the 
Pentateuch, draws attention to the 
fact that the Pentateuch should 
have, strictly speaking as a book of 
law, commenced with the first law 
commanded to Israel—the law 
relating to Passover. The reason 
it commences with Genesis is to 
afford support for Israel's claim to 
the Promised Land. It is true that, 
historically speaking, Israel con- 
quered the land from _ the 
Canaanites. But all the world 
originally. belonged to God and jt 


was His wish that Israel] should 
possess the land. It was _ the 
Canaanites, not Israel, who took 


that which was not therrs. 


VHATEVER our. reactions to 

this interesting early fragment 
of Zionist polemic, we can readily 
see that R. Isaac’s arguments do 
not solve our problem. If the sole 
purpose of the pre-legal material 
in the Pentateuch were merely to 
establish the primordial Divine title 
rights of Israel to the Promised 
Land, surely this could have been 
achieved in the. space of a single 
‘thapter, not a whole book. In 
what sense do the family squabbles 
of the patriarchal families, por- 
trayed so vividly and in such detail 
by the Bibilica! author, underwrite 
any territorial claims? Surely 


they possess: a merit and signi- 
ficance of their own, else they 


wold never have been included in 
such a Holy Book. 
The answer is, of course, that 
Torah means much more than law 
it means a unique blend of law 
and life. That is why the Torah 
only laws which 
govern life but also, as it were, life 
which governs laws. Already in 
the Bibhcai period the delicate 
reciprocal action between the two 
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AND LIFE 


can be perceived. as when, for 
example, certain laws are deemed 
to become operative only under cer- 
tain conditions. In the heyday o{ 
Rabbinic Judaism the interaction 
becomes even more evident. In the 
hands of the greatest of the 
Pharisaic Rabbis the law sensitive), 
responds to Innumerable 
rabbinic enactments underline this 
theme as well as famous sayings 
such as: We may not promu! 
gate a decree for the congregation 
unless a majority of the congrega- 
tion will be able to abide by it”: 
and “If the Israelites are not 
prophets then at least they are the 
descendants of prophets ; and 
“Take a look at what the congre- 
gation are doing.’ Examples could 
be multiplied to show how, in the 
most creative periods of Jewish 
history, law and life interacted with 
resultant benefits to both. 


lite. 


1O unbiased observer of contem- 

porary Jewish life will fail to 
be impressed by the manner in 
which law and life havé today got 
out of step. To a large extent this 
has been due to the historical 
circumstances of the Diaspora and 
the grave difficulties inherent jn any 
attempt to redress the balance 
between law and life in the absence 
of any authorttative rabbinic 
assembly able to speak jin the name 
of all Israel. Intellectual analysis 
of the situation, however brilliant, 


will not afford a remedy. Honest 
thinking, resolute action, and a 


creative purpose are required if law 
and life are once more to achieve 
a fruitful partnership 
At least one of the ways to 

deeper understanding of the. need 
for such an approach will be found 
in an authentic appraisal of the 
family life .of the patriarchs and 
their descendants, with all its 
humanity, which we read jn the 
synagogue at this time of the year 
as Torah. Unless the real life 
issues between husbands and wives. 
parents and children, brothers and 
sisters, are brought into the orbit 
of religion and made to feel that 
they belong there-—nay, take pride 
of place as Genesis, a significant 
terminal point for the dialogue 
between God and man, then we 
shall certainly have law in its 
narrow sense, but not Forah tn its 
ullest sense.

PRESS CONDEMN INCIDENTS 


Many Outspoken Comments 


The British Press has 
condemned the anti-Jewssh 
in Britain and Germany. 

The Times. in a leading article 
headed “Evil Seed.” on Tuesday 
stated: “ The beastliness that defiled 
the walls of the synagogue at Cologne 
has spread its contamimation among 
the baser sort in lands that were 
supposed immune. To the shame of 
our Own country, with its unsurpassed 
tradition of tolerance, the contagion 
has besmirched a number of places 
in London and elsewhere.” 

“ The Times” refers to the fact 
that in the long perspective of history 


strongly 
incidents 


no nation in Europe has a who hy 
clean record in its treatment of the 
Jews ‘Though as England has 


good reason to know, they repay with 
labour and loyalty the hospitality of 
any country that gives them har- 
bourage. they yet insist on preserving 
the identity of a peculiar people, as 
they believe that they are divinely 
commanded. That honourable exclu- 
siveness @ems to evoke some primi- 
tive hostility planted very deep in the 
European mind.” 


The Test 


The newspaper added that the test 
for all countries turned upon the 
energy with which offences by persons 
who scribbled threats on walls and 
run away--an_ utterly insignificant 
minority in most of the countries they 
have pestered—are repudiated, both 
by public opinion and by the law. 

A front-page comment inthe 
Star on Monday praised the con- 
tributions of British Jews. “It has 
been a century in which they have 
enriched our country business, 
culture, and politics and from which, 
to most of us, they emerge with our 
affection and admiration. It has been 
a century during which Jews have 


lived and worked and diced for 
Britain.” 
The Sunday Times wrote that 


‘jit is easy to write off the scrawling 
of swastikas on synagogues as the 
aberration of a lunatic fringe (with 
the implication that the Germans are 


more lunatic than the British. or have 
a wider fringe) But where 
does linacy end and a dangerous 


minority faction begin ?” 

Answering the question.“ Are the 
Nazis going to reappear too?” the 
Sunday Express stated: “It is not 
a matter of anyone reappearing. The 
people who were responsible for 
appalling -crimes against the Jews 
have never been out of sight. They 
are the same people who still show 
no repentance at all for all the wars 
and misery they have inflicted on the 
world. They are the German 
people.” 

Ihe German 
government, the 


police. law, local 
Foreign Office, the 
consulates, and the civil service in its 
senior aspects have all been’ pene- 
trated by unrepentant Nazis, said the 
Sunday Graphic. 

Tuesday's Daily Telegraph 
stated that perhaps Dr. Adenauer’s

and terrorised by it, is almost 
unbearabic.” But a sense of pro- 
portion must not be lost. To blam 


the Federal Government by trying to 
pamt them with the Nazi brush as 
some were doing, was stupid. 

the Daily Herald stated that in 
Germany the Nazi pestilence remains 
a real menace to democracy and 
world safety. All civilised communi- 
ties must support German democracy 
in ts efforts to stamp out the threat. 
In Britain. the problem was one of 
imitative hooliganism by a tiny, 
maniac fringe. Ihe best 
we can set the Germans to to sweep 
up the rats at home.” 


Real Danger 


The News Chronicle said that the 
real danger in West Germany today 
did not spring from the hooligans 
and cranks, but from the deliberate 
ignorance and indifference of respect- 
able peopie who hid the truth about 
Nazism. It was not enough for the 
Federal authorities to lock up the 
swastika daubers. They must educate 
public opinion in the history of the 
Third Reich. 

The provincial Press has also taken 
up the issue in forceful terms. 

The Yorkshire Post stated that 
someone must be organising these 
hooligans. “Do dotty Teddy Boys, 
for example, know exactly where 
THe Jewrsn CHRonicie is published 
or what is the official address of the 
Chief Rabbi ?” 

The Scotsman in a leader said that 
unfortunately antisemitism had a long 
history in Germany and Austria. 
Hitler did not invent it, he made use 
of it. At present it might be that the 
Gutrages were the work of the lunatic 
fringe of the Reichspartei member- 
ship. But people, to begin with, 
thought --Hitler was insignificant 
enough to be ignored.

The enemies of free- 
dom deserved neither freedom nor 
mercy, the Minister said. Comment- 
ing on the desecration of the syna- 
gogue at Cologne the Minister said 
that this incident not only posed a 
legal problem, but must serve as a 
warning to all sections of the German 
people.

DUSSELDORI 
Because of the wave of neo-Nazism 
many Jews are scriously planning to 
leave West Germany. They no longer 
feel accepted or consider themscives 
tolerated in the country.

Swastika Rash Spreads 


FROM OUR OWN CORRESPONDENTS 


Anti-Jewish incidents and swastika 
smearings have taken place in 17 
countries abroad, including the United 
States. The following communities 
have been affected. 

AUSTRIA—An anonymous express 
letter threatening: to blow. up the 
Vienna Synagogue at 5 p.m. on Tues- 
day was received at the headquarters 
of the local Jewish community. 

An armed policeman and plain- 
clothes man immediately 
stationed outside the synagogue build- 
ing. 

Earlier in the day the leaders of 
the Jewish community called on the 


Minister of the Interior, Herr Alft- 
ritsch, to express their concern at 
recent antisemitic actions. The 
Minister strongly condemned such 


behaviour which, he said, the Austrian 
population decisively rejected. Cul- 
prits could count on severe punish- 
ment when caught. 

The Viennese Press has given wide 
coverage to the incidents. The 
Austrian State Radio invited Mr. Wil- 
helm Krell, Executive Director of the 
Viennese Jewish Community Council, 
to record an interview on his attitude 
to the incidents. After the recording 


had been made Mr. Krell was 
informed that the Programme 
Organiser of the Austrian State 


Radio had forbidden it to be oroad- 
cast on the ground that he had

(the Paris underground railway) and 


such imscrptions as “Mort aux 
Juives ” fat to the Jews ') can be 
read by the hundreds of thousands 
of people making daily use of this 
transport system. 

The main synagogue in Bordeaux 
was desecrated on Monday night. 
Unknown persons forced their way in 
and painted swastikas on the 
memorial tablet to the victims of 
Nazism. 

At Massegaux, near Mulhouse, the 
Nazi emblem was painted on the 
walls of a boys’ school and on a 
Jewish shopkeeper’s residence. 

Apart. from Communist organs 
and some left-wing publications 
the Press is giving little prominence 
to the incidents.

Adenauer'’s Pledge

Dr. Konrad Adenauer, the Federal 
German Chancellor, on Tuesday gave 
an assurance here to the Chairman 
of the Central Council of Jews in 
Germany, Dr. H. G. Van Dam, that 
everything would be donc to bring 
to justice those responsible for the 
recent neo-Nazi and anti-Jewsmh cam- 


paign in West Germany. He was 
thanking Dr. Van Dam, who had 
come to congratulate-him on his 84th 
birthday. 

The Chancellor's pledge follows 
strong criticism by Jewish and Demo- 
cratic icaders here at the reluctance 


of the Federal authorities to take 
vigorous acvon against neo-Nazi 
groups and their sympathisers. In 
marked contrast to Federal Govern- 
ment vacillation, the West Berlin 
authorities have acted swiftly Seven- 
teen youths have been arrested for 
taking part in a torchlight meeting 
last Saturday and singing neo-Nazi 


songs. In arresting them the pelice 
confiscated copies of Hitlers Mein 
Kampf” and Alfred Rosenberg’s 
“Myth of the 20th Century.” 


Office Worker Gaoled 
A 23-year-old office worker, Rolf 


Wollny, who smeared antisemitic 
slogans on buildings in Charlotten- 
burg, West Berlin, has been sentenced 


t ten months imprnionment, the 
first sentence for painting swastikas 
and anti-Jewish slogans on howse 
walls in the city. 

The West Berlin Senator for 
Internal Affairs. Herr Joachim Lip- 
schitz, stated at a Press conference

League of National Students. Four 
secondary-school pupils who had

treated. 

Speaking at the same press con- 


ference, Herr Heinz Galinski, Chair- 
man of the West Berlin Jewish com- 
munity, said: “ it is good to hear that 
the city government will not tolerate 
antisemitism again. 

“I would have wished that the 
Federal Government had acted as fas 
as the city government here. . 

He blamed the Federal authorities 
for allowing leading Nazis to hold 
prominent positions, adding: “1 must 
Say it is the same in East Germany. 
end the only advantage we have :s 
that we are allowed to name these 
people in the West.” 

From all parts of the Federal 
Republic have come reports this week 
of new outrages against the Jewish 
community. The Ministers for 
Internal Affairs in the States of Hesse 
and Ravaria have ordered special pro- 
tection for Jewish institutions, com- 
munal buiklings, and memorials to 
victims of Nazism.

Reports from Egypt, which have 
just reached private sources 
Geneva, strongly suggest that the 


present wave of antisemitism in Ger- 
many and all over the world hag its 
origin in Cairo--at the Egyptian 
Ministry of Information and Propa- 
ganda. 

The campaign is said to be directed 
by Johannes Van Leers, the former 
Nazi, who is working at the Ministry 
under an assumed Egyptian name. 

Van Leers is stated to have initiated 
the anti-Jewish campaign in Argen- 
tina before going to Egypt. Contacts 
are said to have been made with Van 
Leers by officials of the Arab League 
when they visited Buenos Aires last 
year. 

According to the 
Van Leers has been 
in Europe a seres of 
form ing the so-called Neo-Socialist 
European Movement. with former 
Nazis and sympatMisers of the Nazi 
régime as section heads. Two promi- 
nent centres of this neo-Nazi Move- 
ment are said to be in Stockholm and 
in Elsinore, Denma rk. 

In Geneva, © where scores of Egyp- 
tians are now living and are in con- 
tact with neo-Nazi organisations in 
West Germany, Van Leers has been 
able to extend his contacts with the 
assistance of officials accredited to 
United Arab Republic missions.

CALL TO GREEK

ATHENS 

Following repeated anti-Jewish out- 
rages:' in Athens, Salonika, and 
Rhodes this week, the Central Board 
of Jewish Communities of Greece has 
sent a strongly-worded telegram to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Karamanlis; urg- 
ing him to take prompt measures to 
apprehend the culprits and to voice 
publicly his condemnation of their 
acts. 

A similar telegram has been sent 
to Opposition party leaders. 

A huge swastika, daubed in black 
paint, was discovered on Wednesday 
on the walls of Salonika’s main syna- 
gogue, and another swastika, with the 
inscription “Jews must go” was 
scrawted in chalk on a Jewish house. 

In Rhodes in the Dodecanese, 
where the Jewish population was 
exterminated by the Nazis, swastikas 
were painted on the walls of a Jewish 


house. 

The Greek Press.. including the 
official Government organ “ Kathi- 
merini”™ has urged the authorities to 

ring the culprits to book with the 
minimum delay, “as proof that the 
Greek people has. never indulged in 
expressions of racial or religious 
intolerance.”

A 27-year-old merchant was 
arrested in Burgdorf. Lower Saxony, 
and charged with painting swastikas 
on fences, trees, and park benches. 
He is alleged to have bragged in 
a public-house that he fully approved 
of the desecration of the Cologne 
Synagogue. 

Professor Franz Bochm, Deputy 
Chairman of the Indemnification 
Committee of the Federal Parliament 
at Bonn (who headed the German 
delegation at the reparations talks 
at The Hague), has expressed the 
opinion that the antisemitic incidents 
are “a synchronised action of fascist 
elements throughout Western Ger- 
many, who are. however. small in 
number.” He said he did not believe 
that the outrages were Commuaist- 
inspired and steered. 


Speaking in Bonn, the Federal 
Minister for Internal Affairs, Dr. 
Schroeder, stated that all organisa- 


tions violating the democratic order 
of the country would be banned 
without delay, as soon as the Federal 
Government was able to submit 
sufficient incriminating material 
against them to the Federal Consti- 
tutional Court. The enemies of free- 
dom deserved neither freedom nor 
mercy, the Minister said. Comment- 
ing on the desecration of the syna- 
gogue at Cologne the Minister said 
that this incident not only posed a 
legal problem, but must serve as a 
warning to all sections of the German 
people. 

The Protestant Bishop of Berlin, 
Dr. Otto Dibelius, said last week that 
the “loathsome cases of antisemitism 
and bad behaviour in foreign countries 
are signs that the Germans have not 
yet overcome their past,”

DUSSELDOR? 

Because of the wave of neo-Nazism 
many Jews are seriously planning to 
leave West Germany. They no longer 
feel accepted or consider themselves 
tolerated in the country. 

Political circles in Bonn do not 
believe that the outrages are Com- 
mumist-inspired or steered. it is 
stressed, however. that Communist 
circles will doubtless use the incidents 
to further their propaganda. 

The Executive Committee of 
Federation of German Trade Unions 
has asked the Federal and State 
Governments to introduce immediate 
and effective measures to check the 
resurgence of neo-Nazi and antisemitic 
activities. The unions suggest the 
setting-up of a parliamentary com- 
mittee to investigate: the incidents. 
Governments and courts, they say. 
have been far too lenient in dealing 
with antisemitic elements. 

The German Union of Resistance 
Fighters and Victims of Nazism has 
stated that it knows of the existence

The West Berlin authorities have 
called on the City’s Free University

staffs.

Swastika Rash Spreads

Anti-Jewish incidents and swastika 
smearings have taken place in 17 
countries abroad, including the United 
States. The following communities 
have been affected. 


AUSTRIA—An anonymous express 
letter threatening -to blow up the 
Vienna Synagogue at 5 p.m. on Tues- 
day was received at the headquarters 
of the local Jewish community. 

An armed policeman and plain- 
clothes man were immediately 
stationed outside the synagogue build- 
ing. 

Earlier in the day the leaders of 
the Jewish community called on the 
Minister of the Interior, Herr Alft- 
ritsch, to express their concern af 
recent antisemitic actions, The 
Minister. strongly condemned such 
behaviour which, he said, the Austrian 
population decisively rejected. Cul- 
prits could count on severe punish- 
ment when caught. 

The. Viennese Press has given wide 
coverage to. the incidents. The 
Austrian State Radio invited Mr. Wil- 
helm Krell, Executive Director of the 
Viennese Jewish Community Council, 
to record an interview on his attitude 
to the incidents. After the recording 

ad been made Mr. Krell was 
informed that the Programme 
Organiser of the Austrian State 
Radio had forbidden it to be proad- 
cast on the ground that he had 
“attacked the authorities.” 

The Viennese Jewish Community 
Council has protested.

FRANCE-——A number of anti- 
semitic incidents have been reported 
from France. In Paris large swastikas 
were daubed on the walls and: doors 
of several Jewish shops in the Ruc 
de Turenne, Anti-Jewish slogans are 
appearing in corridors of the Metro 
(the Paris underground railway) and 
such inscriptions .as “Mort aux 
Juives (Death to the Jews!) can be 
read by the hundreds of thousands 
of people making daily use of this 
transport system. 

The main synagogue in Bordeaux 
was desecrated on Monday night. 
Unknown persons forced their way in 


and painted § swastikas the 
memorial tablet to the victims of 
Nazism. 


At Massegaux, near Mulhouse, the 
Nazi emblem was painted on the 
walls of a boys’ school and on a 
Jewish shopkeeper’s residence. 

Apart from Communist organs 
and some left-wing publications 
the Press is giving little prominence 
to the incidents.

gogues and houses.” The organisation 
described such misdeeds as “an insult 
to any civilised country” and added 
that it expected those responsible to 
be “punished with the utmost 
severity.” The war memorial at 
Arrhem has also been defaced.

Party has asked the Government to 
keep a close watch on the activities 
Ol former Nazis. 

Rabbi Schuster, in a television 
message on Tuesday night, said that 
in his view there was no acute danger 
Ol a recrudescence of antisemitism 
in Holland, as this was contrary to the 
Dutch national character, but he 
urged the Dutch people § and 
authorities to be vigilant. . 

The Dutch organisation of wartime 
prisoners of the Nazis has sent a

BELGIUM—Four swastikas were 
srcared on a wall of the Romi Gold- 
muntz Synagogue in Vanden Nestlei. 
Antwerp. in the carly hours of the 
new year. [he synagogue was burned 
down by the Nazis in 1941 and 
reconsecrated in 1954 in the presence 
of representatives of King Baudouin 
of the Belgians and Queen Elisabeth. 
the Belgian Queen Mother. 

In Eupen, Eastern Belgium. near 
the West German border, swastikas 
were daubed in red paint on road 
signs and noticeboards on Sunday 
night. Police said that the swastikas 
were painted while Mass was being 
celebrated at Roman Catholic 
churches, when few people were on 


the streets.

The swastika epidemic on Monday 
spread to the small Swedish west 
coast town of Stromstad.

blacking was discovered on a side- 
staircase of the Holy Trinity church, 
formerly the German church here. 

In Gothenburg, south-west Sweden, 
a swastika in white paint was found 
on the side of a railway goods wagon. 

DENMARK—-Police patrols were 
stationed round the Great Synagogue, 
in Krystalgade, Copenhagen, when 
the police received an anonymous 
letter that the synagogue would be 
blown up on new year's eve.

In Hartford a swastika was found 
painted on King Philip School, a 
public school in a pre- 
dominantly Jewish section of the city. 

In near-by Newark police are 
investigating the appearance a 
large swastika painted on a Jewish- 
owned butcher shop. 

Leaflets containing Nazi propa- 
ganda and threats of “the gas 
chamber” for American Jews have 
been distributed here and in suburban 
areas Of Maryland and Virginia by 
an organisation calling itself Ameri- 
can Nazi Party. Some of the leaflets 
bore the letters “K.K.K..” standing 
presumably for Ku-Klux-Klan. 

It has been alleged that George L. 
Rockwell, a known antisemite of 
near-by Arlington, Virginia, is behind 
the new party and its propaganda. 
Two years ago he was charged with 
having been in contact with elements 

of bombing synayogues in 
the South.

Adenauer’s Pledge to German Jewry

Dr. Konrad Adenaucr, the Federal 
German Chanecllor, on Tuesday gave 
am assurance here to the Chairman 
of the Central Council of Jews in 
Germany, Dr. H. G. Van Dam, that 
everything would be done to bring 
to justice those responsible for the 
recent neo-Nazi and anti-Jewsh cam- 
paign in West Germany. He was 
thankine Dr. Van Dam, who had 
come to congratulate him on his 84th 
birthday. 

The Chancellors pledge follows 
strong crithcmm by Jewish and Demo- 
cratic leaders here at the reluctance 
of the Federal authorities to take 
vigorous action against . nco-Nazt 
groups «and their sympathisers, In 
marked contrast to Federal Govern- 
ment vaciliation. the West Berlin 
authorities have acted swiftly. Seven-

Office Worker Gaoled 


A 23-year-old office worker, Rolf 
Woiiny, who smeared antisemitic 
slogans on buildings in Charlotten- 
burg, West Berlin, has been sentenced 
to ten months imprisonment, the 
first sentence for painting swastikas 
and anti-Jewish slogans on house 
walis im the city. 

The West Berlin Senator for 
Internal Affairs, Herr Joachim Lip- 
echitz, stated at a Press conference 
im Berlin this week that the city 
authorities were taking steps to ban 
neo-Nazi youth groups in the city, 
including the two main ones—the 
National Youth of Germany and the 
League of National Students. Four 
secondary-school pupils who had 
attended neo-Nazi meetings had been 


expelicd, he said, and universit: 
students belonging to neo-Nazi 
organisations woukl be similarly 
treated, 

Speaking at the same press con- 


ference, Herr Heinz Galinski, Chair- 
man of the West Berlin Jewish com- 
munity, saki: “ kt ss good to hear that 
the city government will not tolerate 
antisemutism again. 

“] would have wished that the 
Federal Government had acted as fast 
as the city government here... .” 

He blamed the Federal authorities 
for allowing leading Nazis to hold 
promincnt positions. adding: “1 must 
say jt ts the same in East Germany. 
and the only advantage we have is 
that we are allowed to name these 
people in the West.” 

From all parts of the Federal 
Republic have come reports this week 
of new outrages against the Jewish 
community. The .Ministers ior 
Internal Affairs in the States of Hesse 
and Bavaria have ordered special pro- 
tection for Jewish institutions, com- 
munal buildings, and memorials to 
victims of Nazism. 

At Scheinfeld, near Nuremberg, a 
22-year-old carpenter, Ludwig Vogel, 
admitted daubing a building with 


swastikhas and siogans “Down with 
the Jews.” “Germany Awake. and 
“Dirty Jews.” He also admitted 


writing a threatening ietter to a Jewish 
innkeeper, asking him to go to the 
local cemetery at a ceriam hour to be 
executed and to bring with him 
enough coal “to burn your ridiculous 
figure.” 

Vogel told the police that he had 
decided to commit the acts alter read- 
ing “ Mein Kampf” and had wanted 
to demonstrate his solidarity with the 
desecrators of the Cologne Synagoguc.

The campaign is said to be directed 
by Johannes Van Leers. the former 
Nazi, who is working at the Ministry 
under an assumed Egyptian name. 

Van Leers is stated to have initiated 
the anti-Jewish campaign in Argen- 
tina before going to Egypt. Contacts 
are said to have been made with Van 
Leers by officials of the Arab League 
when they visited Buenos Aires last 
ycar, 

According to the Geneva sources, 
Van Leers has been able to establish 
in Europe a senes of associations 
forming the so-called Neo-Socialist 
European Movement. with former 
Nazis and sympatfisers of the Nazi 
régime as séction heads. Two promi- 
nent centres of this neo-Nazi Move- 
ment are said to be in Stockholm and 
in Elsinore, Denmark. 

In Geneva, where scores of Egyp- 
tians are now living and are im con- 
tact with neo-Nazi organisations in 
West Germany. Van Leers has been 
able to extend his contacts with the 
assistance of officials accredited to 
United Arab Republic missions. 

News from Cairo reveals that Van 
Leers is working closely with Dr. 
Abdul K halek Hassouna, the 
Arab League Secretary-General, who 
recently visited the United States to 
make contact with Arab officials now 
employed by the United Nations.

Following repeated anti-Jewish out- 
rages in Athens, Salonika, and 
Rhodes this week, the Central Board 
of Jewish Communities of Greece has 
sent a strongly-worded telegram to the 
Prime Minister, Mr. Karamanlhis, urg- 
ing him to take prompt measures to 
apprehend the culprits and to voice 
publicly his condemnation of | their 
acts.

A huge swastika, daubed in black 
paint, was discovered on Wednesday 
on the walls of Salonika’s main syna- 
gogue, and another swastika, with the 
inscription “Jews must go” was 
scrawled in chalk on a Jewish house. 

In Rhodes in the Dodecanese, 
where the Jewish population was 
exterminated by the Nazis, swastikas 
were painted on the walls of a Jewish 
house. - 

The Greek Press. including the 
official Government organ “ Kathi- 
merini™” has urged the authorities to 
bring the culprits to book with the 
minimum delay, “as proof that the 
Greek people has never indulged in 
expressions of racial or 
intolerance.”

Committee of the Federal Parliament 
at Bonn (who headed the German 
delegation at the reparations talks 
at The Hague), has expressed the 
opinion that the antisemitic incidents 
are “a synchronised action of fascist 
elements throughout Western Ger- 
many, who are, however, small in 
number.” He said he did not believe 
that the outrages were Commudist- 
inspired and steered. 

Speaking in Bonn, the Federal 
Minister for Internal Affairs. Dr. 
Schroeder, stated that all organisa- 
tions violating the democratic order 
of the country would be banned 
without delay, as soon as the Federal 
Government was able to submit 
sufficient incriminating material 
against them to the Federal Consti- 
tutional Court. The enemies of free- 
dom deserved neither freedom nor 
mercy, the Minister said. Comment- 
ing on the desecration of the syna- 
gogue at Cologne the Minister said 
that this incident not only posed a 
legal problem, but must serve as a 
warning to all sections of the German 
people. 

The Protestant Bishop of Berlin, 
Dr. Otto Dibelius, said last week that 
the “loathsome cases of antisemitism 
and bad behaviour in foreign countries 
are signs that the Germans have not 
yet overcome their past.” .

Governments and courts, they say.

The German Union of Resistance 
Fighters and Victims of Nazism has 
stated that it knows of the existence 
of a European antisemitic under- 
ground movement with centres in 
Sweden and Austria and with close 
contacts with former Nazis in Egypt. 

The West Berlin authorities have 
called on the City’s Free University 
and local secondary schools to expel 
all students and pupils belonging to 


neo-Naz! youth groups ChgaLing 
in neo-Nazi activities. West Berlin 
employers have been asked to dismiss 
all: known neo-Nazis among their 
staffs. 

In Bonn, Dr. Schmidt, an ex-Nazi 
propagandist now active in the 
Ludendorff movement, delivered an 
antisemitic harangue this week at a 
meeting of members of the German 
Reich Party. He described the 
Cologne desecration as a cunning con- 
Spiracy against the German Reich 
Party, whose final victory, however, 
Was guaranteed. 

Schmict described Sir Winston 
Churchill as “ war criminal No. 1.” 

In Cologne, the Chairman of the 
German Reich Party, Ernst Custodis. 
has been released from custody. Police 
said there was no. evidence. that 
he participated in. the Cologne 
desecration. 

In Bonn, 60-year-old Werner Barke 
has beenfsentenced to three months 
imprisonment for approving Naz 
crimes and spreading anti-democratic 
ideas. 

The latest anti-Jewish incidents have 
occurred in Meldorf, North-West 
Germany, where the words: “Jews 
we need soap” were pajnted- on 
public advertisement pillar.

Swastika Rash Spreads

Anti-Jewish incidents and swastika 
smearings have taken place in 17 
countries abroad, including the United 
The following communities 
have been affected. 


AUSTRIA—An anonymous express 
letter threatening to blow up the 
Vienna Synagogue at 5 p.m. on Tues- 
day was received at the headquarters 
of the local Jewish community. 

An armed policeman and plain- 
clothes man were immediately 
stationed outside the synagogue build- 
ing. 

Earlier in the day the leaders of 
the Jewish community called on the 
Minister of the Interior, Herr Alft- 


ritsch, to express their concern at 
recent antisemitic actions. The 
Minister . strongly condemned such 


behaviour which, he said, the Austrian 
population decisively rejected. Cul- 
prits could .count on severe punish- 
ment when caught. 

The Viennese Press has given wide 
coverage to the incidents. The 
Austrian State Radio invited Mr. Wil- 
helm Krell, Executive Director of the 
Viennese Jewish Community Council, 
to record an interview on his attitude 
to the incidents. After the recording 

ad been made Mr. Krell was 
informed that the Programme 
Organiser of the Austrian State 
Radio had forbidden it to be proad- 
cast on the ground that he had 
“ attacked the authorities.” 

The Viennese Jewish Community 
Council has protested. 

During the interview Mr. Krell 
was asked what he considered to be 
the attitude of the Austrian authori- 


ties towards the antisemitic incidents 


He said: “All actions of the neo- 
Nazis are minimised.” 
Sepp Dietrich, the former SS 


leader, accompanied by a delegation 
of former. 8.S. men, has laid a wreath 
adorned with the insignia of the S.S 
on the war memorial as Salzburg. 

In Klagenfurt, provincial capral o! 
Carinthia, swastikas were painted’ on 


walls and pavements in three places. 


FRANCE-—A number of §anti- 
semitic incidents have been reported 
from France. In Paris large swastikas 
were daubed on the walls and doors 
of several Jewish shops in the Ruc 
de Turenne. Anti-Jewish slogans are 
appearing in corridors of the Metro 
(the Paris underground railway) and 
such inscriptions as “Mort aux 
Juives * (Death to the Jews!) can be 
read by the hundreds of thousands 
of people making daily use of this 
transport system. 

The main. synagogue in Bordeaux 
was desecrated on Monday night. 
Unknown persons forced their way in 
and painted swastikas on the 
memorial tablet to the victims of 
Nazism. 

At Massegaux, near Mu#fouse, the 
Nazi emblem was painted on the 
walls of a boys’ school and on a 
Jewish shopkeeper's residence. 

Apart from Communist organs 
and some left-wing publications 
the Press is giving little prominence 
to. the incidents. The Communist 
Party has addressed a long “ written

ISRAELI CHIEF RABBINATE 


Background to the Controversy 


By 

SRAFL has two Chief Rabbis, 

one Ashkenazi and one 

Sephardi, the latter Known as 
Rishon Le Zion. Both are appointed 
for five-year terms under regula- 
tions which are adapted to the 
needs of Israel from the Religious 
Communities Ordinance of 1926 
enacted by the British Mandatory 
Government, 

The present tefm expires on 
Shevat 29, 5720, which corresponds 
to February 27, 1960. In addition 
to the Chief Rabbis, six additional 
members of the Chief Rabbinate 
Council are also elected. 

The electoral procedure is for the 
Chief Rabbinate Council and the 
Minister of Religions to nominate 
four members each to an Elec- 
toral Committee. This Committee 
chooses its own Chairman. Parity 
is maintained between Sephardim 
and Ashkenazim. 

This Electoral Committee is 
charged with constituting an Elec- 
toral College, consisting of 70 
members. Sixty per cent, or 42 
members, are drawn from. the 
Israeli rabbinate and the remaining 
28 from public representatives. The 
Electoral Commuttee chooses the 42 
from a list of active rabbis sub- 
mitted to it by the Chief Rabbinate 
Council. This list numbers about 
S00. The publec representatives are 
elected by districts, which are 
chosen by the Minister” of 
Religions for the purpose. Such 
districts choose their nominees 
through joint action by the local 
municipal authority and the local 
religious council. 

Secret Ballot 

The College can then vote on 
candidates who are submitted to it. 
These men must be active rabbis 
for at least ten years and be nomin- 
ated by 15 members of the College. 
Election is by secret vote and 
simple majority. When the two 
Chief Rabbis have been chosen, 


six more members of the Chief 
Rabbinate Council are elected. 
parity being maintained through- 


out between Ashkenazim § ead 
Sephardim. 

The system of elections, the size 
of the electorate, and the checks 
and balances between the four and 
tour on the Electoral Committee 
are Said to preclude the possibility 
of any specific pressure groups 
being able to “pack” the College 
as at present constituted. It must 
be noted. however, that the choice 
of the Minister of Religions and 
the Chef Rabbinate Council, which 
determines the first eight, also 
determines, in a sense, the 42 rab- 
binical representatives. 

One of the heated controversies 
around the present election of the 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi to succeed 
the late Rabbi Herzog (the elec- 
tion of Rabbi Nissim for a further 
term seems to be tn no doubt) arises 
from a proposal by the Minister 
of Religions, Rabbi J. Toledano, 
to introduce new regulations. 
These provide .that the Chairman 
of the Electoral Committee must 
be approved by the Minister 
and will have a vote and a 
casting vote. This would mean. 
in effect, that the Minister of 
Religions would determine by none 
too remote control the composition 
of 60 per cent of the Electoral Col- 
lege, apart from the influence he 
could exert in the choice of some 
of the public representatives. 

The Chief Rabbinate Council, 
backed by the vast majority of 
Organised rabbinic opinion jn the 
country, objects to these regula- 
tions, Stating that they open. the 
door wide to political control of 
the Chief Rabbinate. They have 
taken resolutions proclaiming that 
they will boycott the election should

these regulations come into force. 
There are three more clauses to the 
proposed regulations. These are 
that the new Chief Rabbi must not 
be over 70 years of age and that 
he must be a citizen of Israel. They 
also provide that should the vine 
Rabbinate Council not nominate 
its four people within a mon th of 
receiving the Minister's notice, the 
Minister could do so in their stead. 

These three clauses are also ite 
subject of bitter attack by the vast 
majority of rabbis and par ticular ly 
by the National Religious Party. 
They claim that any limitation of 
choice infringes the independence 
of the Chief Rabbinate: but they 
also say specifically that the regula- 
tions are definitely framed to 
exclude two of the most logical 
candidates : one being 73-year-old 
Chief Rabbi Issar Unterman, of 
Tel Aviv, and the other Rabbi 
Joseph Soloveitchik, of Bostom 
U.S.A. They claim that this ts 
deliberately designed to facilitate 
the election of Chief Chap!ain 
Goren, of the Israeli Defence 
Forces. 

Reviewing Regulations 

In circles close to the Chief Rab- 
binate the view is expressed that 
the regulations are ultra vires. The 
best legal opinion available states 
that the Minister of Religions 


cannot act unilaterally by appoint- 


ing four members to the Electoral 
College should the Chief Rabbinate, 


’ Council refuse to do so. In any 


case, these regulations have not 
been published, because: with the 
entry of the National Religious 
Party into the Coalition an agree- 


‘ment was made whereby a Minis- 


terial Committee has been set up 
which will have the power to review 
any regulations which may be made 
by the Minister of Religions. 

At this point one passes from the 
definable facts of. the situation into 
the bewildering world of rumour, 
conjecture, and point-counterpoint 
which is creating a furore in reli- 
gious circles in Israel: Are there 
any pressure groups connected with 
the coming election? Four nodal 
points of disturbance can be noted. 
The first centres on Rabbi Jacob 
Moshe Toledano, the 81-year-old 
Minister of Religions and Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi of Tel Aviv. He 
claims that the National Religious 
Party is trying to dominate the elec- 
tion and make the Chief Rabbinate 
its own preserve. For that reason, 
he stated openly, he opposes the 
candidature of Chief Rabbi Unter- 
man, of Tel Aviv. He claims that 
his’ new regulations will free the 
Chief Rabbinate from domination 
by any particular group. 


Independence Wanted 


Against him is the stand taken by 
Zion, Chief Rabbi 
Nissim, who claims that the new 
regulations place the contro] of the 
Chief Rabbinate in the hands of 
the Minister of Religions, whe may 
or may not be a strictly Orthodox 
Jew. The principle, he maintains, 
is that the Chief Rabbinate must 
be absolutely independent of any 
political control. 

One forms the impression that 
while the National Religious Party 


naturally favours Rabbi Unter- 
man’s candidature, as he has a life- 


long record of leadership in that 
party, support for him is not based 
on political considerations. The 
former Senior Rabbi of Liverpool 
has an unchallenged reputation as 
an authority on Rabbinic Law, and 
has added to that high standing by 
his brilliant innovations within the 
bounds of halacha by which he has 
alleviated many of the difficulties 
which arose after the war in con-

on the ground that he is also an 
unknown quantity as a practising 
rabbi.

SRAFL has two Chief Rabbis. 
one Ashkenazi and one 
Sephard:, the latter known as 
Rishon Le Zion. Both are appointed 
for five-year terms under regula- 
tions which are adapted to the 
needs of Israel from the Religious 
Communities Ordinance of 1926 
enacted by th. British Mandatory 
Government. 

The present term expires on 
Shevat 29. 5720. which corresponds 
to February 27, 1960. In addition 
to the Chief Rabbis, six additional! 
members of the Chief Rabbinate 
Council are also elected. 

The electoral procedure js for the 
Chief Rabbinate Council and the 
Minister of Religions to nominate 
four members each to an Elec- 
toral Committee This. Committee 
chooses its own Chairman. Parity 
iS Maintained between Sephardim 
and Ashkenazim. 

This Electoral Committee is 
charged with constituting an Elec- 
toral College, consisting of 70 
members. Sixty per cent, or .42 
members, are drawn from. the 
Israeli rabbinate and the remaining 
28 from public representatives. The 
Electoral Committee chooses the 42 
from.a list of active -rabbis sub- 
mitted to it by the Chief Rabbinate 
Council. This list numbers about 
The public representatives are 
electéd by districts, which are 
chosen. by the Minister of 
Religions for the purpose. Such 
districts choose their nominees 
through joint action by the local 
municipal authority and the local 
religious council. 

Secret Ballot 

The College can then vote on 
candidates who are submitted to it. 
These men must be active rabbis 
lor at least ten years and be nomin- 
ated by 15 members of the College. 
Election is by. secret vote and 
simple majority. When the two 
Chief Rabbis have been chosen, 
SIX more members of the Chief 
Rabbinate Council are elected, 
parity being maintained through- 
out between Ashkenazim = wad 
Sephardim. 

The system of elections, the size 
of the electorate, and the checks 
and balances between the four and 
four on the Electoral Committee 
are-said to preclude the possibility 
of any specific pressure: groups 
being able to “ pack” the College 
as at present constituted. It must 
be noted, however, that the choice 
of the Minister of Religions and 
the Chief Rabbinate Council, which 
determines the first eight, 
determines, in a sense, the 42 rab- 
binical representatives. 

One of the heated controversies 
around the present election of the 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi to succeed 
the late Rabbi Herzog (the elec- 
tion of Rabbi Nissim for a further 
term seems to be tn no doubt) arises 
from a proposal by the Minister 
of Religions, Rabbi J. Toledano, 
to «introduce new regulations. 
These provide that the Chairman 
of the Electoral Committee must 
be approved by the. Minister 
and will have a vote and a 
casting vote. This would mean. 
in effect, that the Minister of 
Religions would determine by none 
too remote control the composition 
of 60 per cent of the Electoral Col- 
lege, apart from the influence he 
could exert in the choice of some 
of the public representatives. 

The Chief Rabbinate Council, 
backed by the vast majority of 
organised rabbinic opinion jn the 
country, objects to these régula- 
tions, stating that they open the 
door wide to political control of 
the Chief Rabbinate. They have 
taken resolutions proclaiming that 
they will boycott the election should

ihat the new Chief Rabbi must not 
be over 70 years of age and that 
he must be a citizen of Israel. They 
also provide that should the Chiel 
Rabbinate Council not nominate 
people within a month ol 
receiving the Minister's notice, the 
Minister could do so in thei stead 

Ihese three clauses are also the 
subsect of bitter attack by the vast 
majority of rabbis and particularly, 
by the National Religious Party 
They claim that any limitation of 
choice infringes the “independence 
of the Chief Rabbinate: but they 
also say specifically that the regula- 
tions are definitely framed to 
exciude two of the most logical 
candidates : one being 73-year-old 
(Chief Rabbi Issar Unterman, of 
lel Aviv, and the other Rabbi 
Joseph Soloveitchik. of Boston, 
U.S.A. They claim that this is 
deliberately designed to {tacilitate 
the. election of Chief Chaplain 
(;oren. ol the lsraeu Delence 
Forces. 

Reviewing Regulations 

In circles close to the Chief Rab- 
hinate the view jis expressed that 
the regulations are ulira vires. The 
best legal opinion available states 
that the Minister of Religions 
cannot act unilaterally by appornt- 
ing four members to the Electoral 
College should the Chef Rabbinate 
Council refuse to do so. In any 
case, these regulations have not 
been published, because with the 
entry of the National Religious 
Party into the Coalition an agree- 
ment was made whereby a Minis- 
terial Committee has been set up 
which will have the power to review 
any regulations which may be made 
by the Minister of Religions. 

At this point one passes from the 
detinable facts of the situation into 
the bewildering world of rumour, 
conpecture, and point-counterpoint 
which iS cl reating a furore in reli- 
gious circles in ‘Israel. Are there 
any pressure groups connected with 
the coming election? Four nodal 
points of disturbance can be noted. 
The first centres on Rabbi Jacob 
Moshe Toledano, the 81-year-old 
Minister of Religions‘and Sephardi 
Chief Rabbi of Te) Aviv. He 

claims that the National Religious 
Party is trying to dominate the elec- 
tion and make the Chief Rabbinate 
its own preserve. For that reason, 
he stated openly, he opposes the 
candidature of Chief Rabbi Unter- 
man, of Tel Aviv. He claims that 
his new regulations will free the 
Chief. Rabbinate from domination 
by any particular group. 


Independence Wanted 


Against him ts the stand taken by 
Rishon Le Zion, Chief Rabbi 
Nissim, who claims that the new 
regulations place the control of the 
Chief Rabbinate in the hands of 
the Minister of Religions,,who may 
or may not be a strictly Orthodox 
Jew. The principle, he maintains, 
is that the Chief Rabbinate must 
be absolutely independent of any 
political control. 

One forms the impression that 
while the National Religious Party 
naturally favours Rabbi Unter- 
man’s candidature, as he has a life- 
long record of leadership in that 
party, support for him is not based 
on political coysiderations. The 
former Senior Rabbi of Liverpool 
has an unchallenged reputation as 
an authority on Rabbinic Law, and 
has added to that high standipg by 
his brilliant innovations within the 
bounds of halacha by which he has 
alleviated many of the difficulties 
which arose after the war in con- 
nection with aguna and other prob- 
lems of personal status.

VILNA JEWRY 
DWINDLING

The Jewish population of Vilna, 
which before the war was nearly 
100,000, numbers today no more than 
between 14,000 and 15,000. 

According to the latest reports 
only one synagogue is open, and this 
is under the supervision of the two 
rabbis—Rabbi Yehuda Rabinovitch 
and Rabbi Jacob Langleben. : 

In addition to the synagogue there 
is also one prayer-house in the 
suburb of Vilna open for Saturday 
prayers only and occasional min- 
yanim for Yahrzeit. Vilna before the 
war had nearly a hundred synagogues. 

An effort made by the local Jewish 
community to establish a. Jewish 
school has been unsuccessful. The 
authorities also refuse to grant per- 
mission for the publication of a 
Yiddish monthly bulletin. 

Unkke other Jewish communities 
in the Soviet Union, Vilna is luckily 
not short of prayer-books. A few 
months aga a large nomber of 
prayer-books. were discovered in a 
cellar under a Jewish house destroyed 
during the war. The house ‘belonged 
to one of the leading Jewish printing 
and publishing families in the city.

The swift and firm action. taken 
by the West Berlin § authorities, 
conscious of their duty as an out- 
post of democracy, offers the rest 


of the Federal - Republic an 
example which needs no further 
comment. But the matter does not 


end there. The Chancellor himsell 
must show that he will not tolerate 
the presence either in his own 
entourage or in the administration 
of law and order of men who 
helped to impose and administer 
the Nazi bestiality, 
Re-education of the 
people, their vouth tn particular, 
will undoubtedly be a long, diffi- 
cult, and painful process, given the 
best will in the world. But at 
present it is not being undertaken 
with anything like the vigour the 
Federal Government has shown 
itseli capable of where it is con- 
sidered necessary. In addition to 
further denazification of public 
life, and firmness in the treatment 
of offenders, both of which -play 
an important part in shaping the 
general climate of opinion, the 
time has come to implement the 
laws against neo-Nazi activity in 
general. The ban on 
uniforms should be enforced, for 
they seem to have an irresistible 
attraction for German youth which 


German 


the neo-Nazi movements have 
exploited. 

Until this- action is taken. 
Federal Government statements 


attributing the outbreak to Com- 
munist provocation will remain less 
than convincing. Nevertheless, it 
is important to prevent reaction 
against these outbreaks being 
exploited as a political weapon 
against the Federal Republic by 
the Communist Government in 
Eastern Germany and their Soviet 
sponsors. The East German 
acministration itself contains many 
ex-Nazis who changed or claimed 
to have changed one totalitarian 
faith for another. Moreover, unlike 
the Federal Government the East 
German Government has paid 
neither reparations nor restitution 
for Hitler's crimes. 

Though Germany remains the 
maim centre of infection, firm 
action is called for jn Britain. 
The unbalanced individuals who 
slink about by night with paint 
sot and malice may appear to some 
to be beneath contempt or even 


notice. But elsewhere and within 


political 


living memory the lunatic fringe 
became an evil power. AS experi- 
ence in Notting Hill showed so 
clearly, hooliganism flourishes 
where it detects laxity and falls off 
when firmness is exercised. Diffi- 
cult though the circumstances are, 
the authorities should make the 
greatest efforts to apprehend the 
offenders and punish them with 
severity. 


The widespread condemnation of 
the outrages by all the British 
press and all segments of public 
life are a gratifying reminder that 
the overwhelming majority of the 
British public is horrified by these 
squalid manifestations which offend 
everything which is hallowed in 
British tradition This massive 
repudiation gives every reason for 
confidence that necessary measures 
will be taken, and is a reminder 
that though there is no roam for 
complacency, there is even less 
room for alarm or despondency 


REFORMING THE 
W.Z.0. 


THE recent sittings of the Zionist 
General Council jin Jerusalem have 
proved most disappointing. Stale- 
ments made previously by leading 
Zionists had given cause to hope 
that the projected constitutional 
reform in the World Ziomst Orga- 
nisation would involve a thorough 
reappraisal of its composition and 
scope. At present the W.Z.0.'s 


whole character is ambiguous. It 


should represent the Diaspora 
vis-d-vis Israel, but it claims to 
represent both. As a result it not 


succeeds in representing 
neither, but introduces Israeli 
political differences jnto the 
Diaspora, impairing Jewish: unity 
instead of strengthening it. 

amendments which have 
now been adopted in Jerusalem do 
not: substantially remedy these 
anomalies. The leadership of the 
territorial Zionist orgamisations in 
the Diaspora, and hence their 
representatives on the W.Z.O., will 
still be chosen largely by party 
elections based on the archaic 
sheke! plan, and most, if not all, 
of the system's undesirable con- 
comitants wsil remain. 

So long as the W.Z.O. retains 
its present structure it “ will be 
unable to attract other . Jewish 
organisations, which will continue 
to maintain whatever contacts they 
mav have with Israel through the 
intermediacy of the Israeli Govern- 
ment and other Israeli institutions. 
So long as_ the definition of 
Zionism remains so vague, the 
organisation’s offer to admit all 
organisations and individuals who 
accept Zionist principles will 
remain purely platonic. In par- 
ticular the W.Z.O. must grasp the 
nettle and define the Zionist atti- 
tude to the “ duty of immigration ” 
once and for all, instead of trying 
to remain all things to all. men. 
Otherwise it will soon be nothing 
to anyone. 

The Council's decision to post- 
por.: the coming World Congress 
till next December is, therefore, 
to be welcomed since iH will give 
Zionist bodies and Israeli repre- 
sentatives alike a breathing space 
in which to appraise the impasse 
into which the Zionist Movement 
has drifted since the creation of 
the State of Israel. If they fail to 
take advantage of this opportunity 
to prepare bold reforms designed 
to turn the W.Z.O. into a body 


on! 


‘capable of encouraging and direct- 


ine pro-Israel activity the 
Diaspora the organisation — will 
inevitably continue its degeneration. 


BENEFACTORS 

Since the raising of funds for 
charitable purposes is a foremost 
religious obligation, it necessarily 
occupies much of our communal 
endeavour. All the more important 
it is, therefore, that proper con- 
sideration should be given to the 


methods and principles which 
should underlie our system 
of Anglo-Jewish philanthropy. 


Interesting Viewpoints on this sub- 
ject were expressed this week by 
the contributors to a B'nai B'rith 
forum. There seems to have been 
general agreement that the big 
donors were entitled to all the pub- 
licity aud Koved they might desire. 


Provided they gave sufficiently 
large amounts to appeals for 
charity, they should not be 


grudged the satisfaction of being 


the aristocrats of 
Jewry. There is doubtless much 
practical wisdom and common 
sense in such an attitude, particu- 
larly in such an individualistic and 
democraticaily minded community 
as ours. Yet there are also obvious 
dangers which would threaten the 
common good by following too 
rigidly this pattern of communal 
life. Many congregants can still 
remember the bad old practice —it 
is still not entirely superseded—of 
auctioning Synagogue mitzvot to 
the highest bidders. Even today 
justifiable criticism is often made 
about the undue influence exerted 
upon SyNagogue activities by vested 


honoured as 


financial interests. And there is 
good reason for extending such 
criticism into the wider field of 
communal life generally. Ihose 
who are anxious to preserve the 
religious and moral values of 


Anglo-Jewry have ample cause to 
be—deeply concerned about the 
damage done by the undue regard 
that is nowadays paid to financial 
and material standards of success. 
Let us never forget that the big 
donors of charity are not the only 

or, perhaps, the principal—-bene- 
factors of the community. Accord- 


ing to Jewish tradition, the real 
aristocrats have always . been the 
men of piety and learning who 


have contributed to the spiritual 


treasures of our people.

YOUTH EDUCATION . 

DURING the recent holiday period 
a number of our youth groups held 
conferences at which the delegates 
discussed matters of current con- 
cern to their respective organisa- 
tions. The reports which we have 
published of these gatherings show 
that lively debates took place on 
a wide variety of topics. In the 
diversity of aims and specialised 
interests, however, it should not 
be overlooked that all these bodies 
have one overriding purpose-—to 
Strengthen the attachment of youth 
to the Jewish people and to the 
Jewish way of life. There can be 
no doubt of the crying need for an 
intensification of Jewish education 
in the youth movements. Many of 
them, to their credit, do undertake 
educational activities in one form 
or another. But inevitably, limited 
resources cannot furnish all that ts 
required in the shape of appro- 
priate methods, personnel, and 
material. In particular, there is a 
dearth of suitable books and other 
publications on Jewish subjects 
geared to the needs and interests of 
adolescents and young people. The 
proposal that has been made by 
the Habonim movement for 
the co-ordination of educational 
endeavours among our youth 
organisations deserves, therefore, 
prompt and earnest considera- 
tion. Sectional and organisational 
interests will, it is to be hoped, 
readily give way before the prime 
need to plan an intense assault on 
the ignorance in matters of our 
faith which too often characterises 
our rising generation.

ment of the port and virtually 
made the pepper and spice trade of 
the Indies a Marrano monopoly. 
While the Portuguese had been 
sufficiently undisturbed to form a 
clandestine minyan at Antwerp in 
1532, the nature of their religious 
beliefs became notorious enough to 
warrant Spanish investigation, and 
in 1549, despite the intervention of 
the Flemish authorities, those 
New Christians that had entered 


the city within the previous six 
years were formally expelled: a 
year later the Holy Office was 


established in the port. Neverthe- 
less, it was not until the Council 
of Trent had concluded its 
deliberations in 1563 that. the 
remaining Marranos, disheartened 
by the uncompromising hostility 
of a now reinvigorated and mili- 
tant Catholicism, secretly embraced 
the Calvinist faith, within which 
they found natural allies in their 
unrelenting struggle against Spanish 
suzerainty and commerce. A 


second great nmmigration of Portu- 


guese took place in 1564, and it is 
evident that these new arrivals, 
toughened, perhaps by more severe 
trials in the peninsula, maintained 
a greater loyalty to Judaism than 
their predecessors: At any rate, 
contact appears to have been main- 
tained throughsut the century with 
the Sephardi communities in the 
Netherlands and with the Marrano 
colony in London. 


The “ New Christians ~ of Ant- 
werp led the rebellion in_ the 
Southern Netherlands and, as 
Calvinist captains and English 


agents, almost succeeded in their 
attempt to shake off Spanish rule 
and join the embattled United 
Provinces. In the space of 50 
years the related families of Lopez 
and Perez furnished the rebel 
cause with a Protestant . pamph- 
leteer (Martin Lopez); the Jewish 
physician to Queen Elizabeth 1, 
Dr. Rodrigo Lopez, who supported 


the proscribed Achilla at Antwerp 
and later fell a victim to the Essex 
intrigue; the President of the 
Calvinist consistory in the Flemish 
port (Marco Perez); and the 
latters brother, Luis, the {friend 
and protector of the humanist 
printer and publisher, Plantin. 


No account of the Jewish 
element in the commercial and 
religious history of the Southern 


Netherlands at this period can fail 


to take account of Christophe 
Plantin and his multifarious acti- 
vilics. A Frenchman settled at 


Antwerp, he .was the greatest 
printer of the age and one of the 
most remarkable exponents of his 
craft in the five centuries of Euro- 
pean typograhy. The variety and 
excellence of the books which he 
produced can be matched only by 
the resilience and enterprise of the 


publisher. Influenced by the 
heterodox ideas of the revivalist 
sects that abounded in the Low 
Countries at that time, Plantin 


specialised in the editing and print- 
ing of heretical works of all kinds, 
although, curiously enough, despite 
the inclusion of his name in the 
1567 list of suspected heretics, none 
of the suspect books which he 
printed was ever traced back to 
him. 

In 1568 he was commissioned 
by Philip Il to produce the work 
for which he is best remembered— 
the magnificent’ Biblia Sacra 
Polyglotta in esght volumes. 
cnormous undertaking, incorporat- 
ing a revision of the texts of the 
Hebrew Bible and the New Testa- 
ment together with glossaries and 
grammars of the Semitic languages, 
was a masterpiece of advanced 
Christian scholarship and contained 
parallel texts in Hebrew, Aramaic, 
Greek, the Latin of the Vulgate, 
and a new Latin version based on 
the Targum Yonatan. 

Plantin’s house was filled with 
scholars working on the texts of 


the Polvgiot, which took tour years 


to complete. The Hebrew type 
employed, in square “ Rabbinic 
and “Rashi” characters, was 


specially cut by Guillaume Le Beé 
of Paris, who created some of the 
handsomest Hebrew type-faces of 
the. Renaissance. Despite the 
Imprimatur™” of the theologians 
of the Sorbonne and of the Univer- 
sity of Louvain, the publication of 
the Bible aroused a storm of 
obscurantist abuse, particularly in 
Spain, where the mere knowledge 
of the Sacred Tongue was con- 
sidered tantamount to a profession 
of Judaism. For this reason the 
Polyglot did not sell as readily as 
had been hoped, and the venture, 
if a triumph of scholarship, was 
unfortunately a financial catas- 
trophe for Plantin. Philip Il of 
Spain, the patron of the scheme, 
ordered and received many luxuri- 
ously bound sets of the work and, 
characteristically, never honoured 
his debt to the printer. Plantin 
was finally rescued by the Marrano 
merchant Luis Perez, who had 
earlier bought off the pillaging 
mercenaries of Spain during the 
night of the Spanish Fury in 1576, 
saving his friend's house and print- 
ing-presses from the looters. As 
will be seen, Luis Perez’s name had 
appeared in a rather different con- 
text many years previously. 

From the “ Officine Plantinienne 
the Hebrew Bible also went forth 
to the newly established Sephardi 
communities of North Africa, and 
there is even reason to suspect 
that the Antwerp siddur of 1577 
was rolled off one of Plantin’s 
clandestine presses. A secret syna- 
gogue appears to have enjoyed 
wide support in the last quarter of 
the sixteenth century and to have 
received pious contributions from 
the relatively more secure Marrano 
community of London; by 1600, 
however, all trace of Jewish acti-

Spain and to furnish them with 
printing facilities and financial 
backing. Not only was he at

also. a close friend of such a 
prominent Calvinist as the

Clandestine Presses 


This leading French Renarsssance 
mystic had proclaimed himself the 
prophet of a new world faith that 
would embrace Christian, Moslem, 
and Jew alike. The Polyglot Bibie 
was, in his view, the first step 
towards the realisation of this 


dream, and he encouraged his 
disciple, Guy Le Fevre de la 
Boderic, to leave Paris for Ant- 


werp, where he edited some of the 
texts and produced a creditable 
Syro-Chaidean dictionary for the 
supplement to the Polyglot. 
Opposed, like his master, to the 


neo-paganism of contemporary 
literature, Le Feévre, a Platomist 


poet as well as a Bible scholar, 
attempted to imbue his verse with 
a Hebraic spirit, and even inserted 
the Cw and Franco- 
Hebrew puns into the body of his 
two major poetic works, “ L’Ency- 
clie des secrets de lEternité,” an 
apology for revealing religion, 
and “La Galhade.” a  religio- 
national epic on the civilising 
mission of France. The former 
work, published by Plantin in 1570,

There was great excitement in Haifa. 
At last, after three years of work and 
construction, the Carmelit was opened. 

Haifa, as is well known, ts built upon 
a mountain. At the foot of the moun- 
tain is the big and important port, and 
also the commercial centre. Above, at 
the top of Mount Carmel, there are 
beautiful residential suburbs. Up to now 
the inhabitants of Haifa have tiavelled 
by bus, and the journey from the port 
area to the top of Mount Carmel took 
almost half an hour. 

Three vears ago they began to build 
an underground which would 
link up the port area below with the 
Carmel Centre, on the top of the moun- 
tain. ht is true it 8 not a great distance, 
but the ascent is a very difficult one. 

This is the first underground railway 
in. Isract and for that reason the Harla 
municipality imvited a French compan 
to execute the work, together with israch 
engineers. 

There are six stations along the track. 
They are built like stations in the large 
cities of Europe and America. . The walls 
ere covered with works of art, and there 
are escalators to carry the passengers 
from the station to the street. 

The entire trip from the top of the 
mountain to the bottom takes only seven 
minutes. Small wonder, then, that the 
inhabitants of Haifa are very happy with 
Carmelit.

The Case for Pastry 
By Florence Greenberg 


Next time you are making pastry 
mix more than you are likely to 
need at the time, and make an. extra 
which can be baked blind and 
kept for a future meal. Biscuit crust 
is best to uSe -for these and once 
baked they keep well in an airtight 
n Ihe following quantity 4s 
sufficient for two .8-inch tins.

Biscuit Crust 


Flour, 8 oz: ; margarine or cooking 
fat, 4 Caster Sugar, lteaspoon- 
ful; | egg yolk; pinch of salt; cold 
water. 


Sieve flour, sugar, and salt into 
mixing bowl and rub in fat very 
lightly with the fingertips until it 


resembles breadcrumbs, then add the 
egg yolk beaten with a tablespoonful 
ot cold water and mix to a soft 
paste, adding a little more water if 
necessary. 

Roll out lightly on a floured board 
about 4 inch thick. A flan ring or 
sandwich tin can be used. If using 
a Sandwich tin line it with greased 


paper. A flan ring should be well 
greased and placed on a greased 


paper on a. baking sheet. 

Place the pastry inside the flan ring

Cut up a half pound 
packet of cooking dates and put in a 
small saucepan with sufficient water 
to barely cover and simmer very 
gently 8-10 minutes. 


(4) Pears with Chocolate Topping. 
Arrange well-drained canned or 
bottled pears in pastry case. Make 
up 4 pt. chocolate-flavoured blanc- 
monge and when slightly cool spoon 
over the pears. When cold sprinkle 
with chopped nuts. | 

(5) Canned Fruit. Any canned 
fruit. can be used. Drain very 
thoroughly and arrange in pastry case, 
then coat either with apricot glaze 
or thickened syrup. 


(6) Grape. Spread a thin layer of 
apricot jam in the bottom of the 
pastry case. Remove skin and pips 
from the grapes and arrange in 
circles on top of the jam then coat 


with apricot glaze.

This is a well balanced introductory 
survey of the art colony that has 
developed in West Cornwall, and 
particularly St. Ives, over the last 80 
years from Whistler to John Wells.

national Film Theatre. Westbourne 
Grove—opened with the young

Hiroshima, Mon Amour ). 
which won two prizes at the last

BACK TO BELSEN 


Both networks have given good 
coverage -in news and feature pro- 
grammes-—-to the revival of anti- 
Jewish activities in this country and 
abroad. The B.B.C. was particularly 
quick off the mark with last weck- 
end’s. incidents, with pictures of the 
JEWItsH CHRONICLE offices, but at 
Woburn House it was Handicapped 
by a ban imposed by United Syna- 
gogue officials. 

Ihe events in Germany were dis- 
cussed in commercial’s “ This Week ” 
programme, which included films of 
the anti-Jewish campaign in Germany 
during the Nazi era. A German 
spokesman, a journalist based in 
London, expressed the belief that 
Nazism was confined to a small 
minority and that the Bonn Govern- 
ment was trying to combat this evil. 
He agreed with Mr. Emanuel 
Litvinofl that the Government should 
ensure that the younger generation 
were informed about the Nazi 
atrocities.

Criticusm of Weitz was made b 
public figures in Israci from a 
circles, including Government parties. 
When in a democratic country a father 
appoints his son as manager of the 
forestry department of the State, the 
absence of criticism would be extra- 
ordmary. Even if the post had been 
thrown open to competition among 
foresters, even if Weitz’s son were the 
best-qualified candidate, the fact that 
his father would be hjs administrative 
superior should in itself be sufficient 
to disqualify him. There was fio 
competition, and Weitzs son: has no 
academic professional qualifications. 
What is extraordinary is that the 
Directorate of the J.N.F. should have 
confirmed the appointment in spite of 
the wave of public criticism and the 
adverse comment of the Controller 
of the Jewish Agency. 

The J.N.F. did make an attempt 
to answer the criticism. The Direc- 
torate appointed a committee of 
seven of ms members: to examine the 
matter This committee, which did 
not include any qualified foresters, 
published its conclusions without 
hearing full evidence from both sides. 

Everyone will agree with Mr. 
Sacher that it is a pity that the J.N-P. 
laid itself epen to these attacks. The 
only way to answer tnem is to submit 
the whole matter to the examination 
of an unbiased body, which will 
snciude qualilied foresters among its 
members and will hear all persons 
concerned. It 1s only such an investi-

Art Notes 


Italian Works at the Academy 


By F. G. STONE 


The year 1960 has come in with a 
bang—the winter exhibition at the 
Royal Academy, the James Ward 
centenary at the Tate, and drawings 
from the Whitworth Collection at the 
Arts Council. 


The theme of Italian Art and 
Britain, which is the Academy's 
biggest winter show since the war, is 
the collecting. of Halian art by the 
British from the time of Charles | 
to today. and so it avoids compari- 
son with the historic exhibition of 
1930. which was Mussolini's com- 
mand performance. 

The chronology is not of the 
execution of the works, but of their 
collection : and sp we start. not with 
the primitives, ‘" with the pictures 
collected by the Karl of Arundel. This 
allows the high Venetians, crowned 
by Tintorettos “Esther and Aha- 
sucrus,” to be the worthiest occupants 
for many years of the demanding 
Gallery Ul. 

The next three rooms widen the 
theme by showing paintings done 
both for and by Englishmen on the 
Grand Tour, and Gallery VIII shows 
the impact of Italy upon early nine- 
teenth-century British artists. This 
might have put a rather depressing 
end to it all had not the nineteenth- 
century collectors discovered — the 
primitives. Ard so we next have two 
miraculous rooms of the primitives 
and the masters of the early Renais- 
sance that would almost justify 
walking from Edinburgh. 

But this Was not the end of collec- 
ting ; there are two rooms of seicento 
paintings collected this century, and 
a room of the cighteenth-century also 
of recent acquisition. In the central 
hall are the five large Guardis of 
mythological subjects that have 
newly come to light in Ireland. 

Then there are the <drawings— 
Lely’s collection, Lawrence's collcc- 
tion—a whole wall of Leonardo, a 
wall of Michelangelo. This is an 
exhibition in itself. 


Famous Masterpieces 


Indeed there are half a dozen 
exhibitions here. And next to the 
famous masterpicces, of which there 
are many, one of the most rewarding 
is that one picks out oneself from 
the lesser known works the unique, 
private little paintings that must 
— the hearts of their owners, 
who have nobly given up this 
pleasure till March 6. 

_As an admirer of James Ward at 
his best, for the bigness of his con- 
ceptions, his firmness of structure, 
and the energy of his brushwork, I 
feel that the well-intentioned centen- 
ary exhibition which the Arts Council 
has put on at the Tate Gallery till 
January 31 will not enhance his 


reputation as if should. His 
enormous “Landscape with Cattle 


is not there. nor his .“ Harlech 
Castle.” and 1 looked in vain fer 
a masterly pen-and-wash drawing 


which | once saw of Snowden under 
cloud. There are, however, many 
small paintings like the “ Two Fight- 


ing Horses” which so - influenced 
Géricault, and four studies for the 
gigantic “Gordale Scar.’ which 


understandably remains in Room IIL. 
A less crowded week would have 


allowed more space for the 100 
Drawings and Water-colours from 
the Whitworth Art Gallery, Man- 


chester, which are at the Arts Council 
Gallery till February 6. They are 
about a -twentieth of the gallery's 
collection and they range from the 
sixteenth-century to Graham Suther- 
land. The exhibition ts just the right 
size and has quality and variety. 


IN THE SALEROOM

A collection of English pottery and 
porcelain which is being offered at 
Sotheby's on Tuesday includes Staf- 
fordshire figures of Elijah and the 
widow of Zarephath. Elijah being 
fed by the ravens, and the sacrifice of 
Isaac. The ‘sacrifice of Isaac also 
forms the subject of a painting on a 
Turner creamware plate. 

A sale of silver on Thursday 
includes a Georgian mustard pot and 
a cruet-frame by J. and E. Terry.

contains an entire section devoted 
to the. mystery of the Tabernacle, 
as expounded in the Zohar. 

The humanist notion of the 
essential unity of the three ercat 
religions which, from Boccaccio's 
time onward, had become increas- 
ingly popular in advanced Chris- 
tian circles, may indirectly have 
contributed to the growth of 
Messianic speculation among the 
Jews as the century wore on: 
Joao Miguez, nephew of the 
prominent Marrano merchant, 
Diego Mendez, and of the cele- 
brated Dofla Gracia, may well 
have joined the group of illustrious 
“New Christians” accused of 
“ pudaising ~ at Antwerp in 1532. 
Of this company a certain Luis 
Perer could be identified as the 
man who later protected Plantin. 
Leaving Antwerp for Italy, and 
travelling thence to the Levant, 
Joao Miguez entered the service of 
the Sultan and, as Joseph Nasi, 
Duke of Naxos, sent letters of 
encouragement to his disaffected 
cousins in Antwerp, and disrupted 
the commercial undertakings of 
his enemies in the West. The 
Messianic streak in this man, who, 
incidentally, has been identified as 
the model for Christopher Mar- 
lowes “Jew of Malta,” may be 
seen in his ambitious but abortive 
attempt to bring about an Ingather- 
ing of the Exiles in the Holy Land 
under the auspices of the Sublime 
Porte. 


Cabbalist Colony 


While the activities. of Joseph 
Nast may be said to parallel the 
political manceuvres of the Chris- 
tian Reformers, the growth of the 
Cabbalist colony at Safad closely 
corresponds to the development of 
similar mystic groups among liberal 
Christians in Western Europe such 
as “The Family of Charity,” to 


which Plantin and Postel appear. 
at least for.a time, to have 
belonged. On the other hand, 


while the extent of the Cabbalists 
inQuenc® on Judaism is apparent 
from thecbarest acquaintance with 
synagogue liturgy, the religio-philo- 
sophical speculation of Postel has 
lef€ no trace in his own faith, and 
the poems of La Boderie are of 
historical rather than theological 
imterest to the student of 
Renaissance literature. 

For three hundred years the 
descendants of Plantin continued 
to print books at Antwerp, while 
the few remaining Marranos 
gradually gave up the strugglé-and 
either emigrated or assimilated with 
the general community. For 
perhaps 250 years the sole evidence 
of early Jewish activity in Antwerp 
lay buried away in old documents 
and correspondence in the archives 
of Western Europe. si 

At the end of the nineteenth 
century a modern Jewish commu- 
nity established itself in the city, 
although the present Aehilla mostly 
dates from the First World War. 
Ashkenazim replaced Sephardim, 
and public replaced private 
worship. 

Time, which has dealt kindly 
with the fine old house of Plantin 
on the Vrijdagmarkt, has shown 
less mercy to the modern Jewish 
community. One does not roman- 
tictise the fact that four-fifths of 
the pre-war Jewish population did 
not survive Nazi deportation.

PROTESTS IN POLAND

The Central Board of the Jewish 
Cultural Association in Poland, at a 
Special meeting at its Warsaw offices, 
has passed a resolution protesting in 
the most solemn terms against “ the 
neo-fascist successes in Germany.” 

“Everyone who lived through the 
Gehenna of Nazi occupation and who 
Witnessed the barbarous practices 
under the sign of the swastika, who 
got to know their beast-like faces in 
Auschwitz, Majdanek, and hundreds 
of other Nazi extermination camps,” 
fully realised, the statement said, the 
danger and threat which this sign 
meant. The resolution called for 


immediate action “to stop the 
caminal activities of fascist Nazi 
organisations.” 

Similarly strongly worded resolu- 


lions were adopted at a meeting of 
the executive members of the Asso- 
ciation of Wartime and Resistance 
Fighters and of Survivors of German 
Concentration Camps.

Too Many Loans 


Speaking during the closing session 
Dr. Goldmann touched on budgetary 
matters. He stated that for the past 
eleven years the Zionist movement 
had been functioning on only just 
over half the money it had actually 
raised, the other half being loans. 
That state of affairs, he said, could 
not go on, and greater eflorts would 
have to be made. 

The allocation of mandates for the 
next Congress was approved as fol- 
lows : 38 per cent of the total for 
Isracl; 29 per cent, United States; 
and the remaining 33 per cent (164 
mandates) to 33 countries, the largest 
numbers being for Argentina 20 and 
Britain 19 (as against 12 at the last 
Congress). 

Mr. Yaacov Tsur was appointed to 
the Jewish Agency Executive, replac- 
ing Mr, Abe Harman, now Ambassa- 
dor to the U.S.A. 

Political resolutions passed included 
one voicing concern at the appease- 
ment policy of the Great Powers 
towards Colonel Nasser and another 
calling on all countries to assist Israel 
in pursuing her struggle to secure 
freedom of navigation through the 
Suez Canal. An appeal was made 
to Jews everywhere to intensify their 
efforts to frustrate the Arab boycott. 
and a pledge was given that the 
Zionist movement would continue to 
draw world attention to the precarious 
position of Soviet Jewry.

Jewish Chronicle Correspondents 


Lord Russell of Liverpool has 
received a letter from someone giving 
an address in Manor Park. London, 
E., calling him “ The German Hater ” 
and condemning his book, “The 
Scourge of the Swastika.”

SOUTH AFRICA-—-Ten swastikas 
were found dug into one of the greens 
of the Port Elizabeth golf course 
yesterday (Thursday), A Cape Town 
man telephoned Dr. J. Weinberg, 
rabbi of the Muizenburg Synagogue, 
and apologised for the desecration of 
the synagogue. Dr. Weinberg invited 
the man to his home. 

ARGENTINA-—The present wave 
of antisemitic propaganda culminated 
in Buenos Aires on Wednesday, when 
two synagogues were daubed with 
Swastikas and anti-Jewish slogans. 
Leaflets signed “ Amfigemitic Inter- 
national Movement "ie distributed 
on Tuesday throughout the Argentine 


caplttal, especially in the Jewish dis- 
trict. They said, among other things; 


“ Dirty Jews, get out of the country, 
otherwise you will be blown to 
pieces.” 

Your correspondent here has 
received rabid antisemitic pamphlets 
from an organisation calling itself the 
Aryan Knights of the Ku-Klux-Klan. 

Swastikas are also reported to have 
appeared in Mexico City. 

TURKEY —Two letters containing 
swastikas and slogans “ Death to the 
Jews” have been sent to Istanbul Jews. 

BRAZIL —Swastikas were daubed 
on a number of walls of non-Jewish 
establishments in Sao Paulo this week. 

UNITED STATES—Swastikas were 
painted on the door of the Israeli 
Consulate in Los Angeles this week 
and on the windows of the local 
Histadrut offices. 


The World Council of Churches 
issued a statement from Geneva on
